Mrs. Georgl atended him in his dy-

wius helresd to $1,000,000, Four of the
olll man's relatives were living In Ger-
many, it was found, and Mrs. Georgl
declared that the property should be
equally divided, so fur as she was con-
cemed,  Attorneys for both sides ar-
ranged this and the estate will be dl-
vided up at the end of six months into
five equal parts, The helrs living In
Germany were unknown to Hershel.
They were found through advertising,
but proved thelr relationghip, and Mrs,
Georgl evinced no desire to keep them
{rom sharing hér good fortune,

Bome delay was experienced In securs
ing permission to open the gafety de-
pesit boxes held In Hershel's name,
Thishas just been done, and disclosed
property far beyond the expectatlons
of the heirs.
